The serial numbers of 
contracts with clients run as high 
as 96.000, Chilton said, but he %s 
unable to learn whether that total] 
was sold. 

“The assets are nothing—not 
enough to pay the receiver's post- 
age,”” Chilton said. “The office 
furniture was seized for nonpay- 
ment of rent.” . 

The indictment against Lindley 
includes nine counts charging use 
of the mails to defraud and a tenth 
count charging conspiracy.

He 
said he nodded a greeting to Judge 
Hardy and the jurist then warned 
him to “lay off the Aimee case.” 
Bryden said he made no reply. 
Asked if he thought the jurist 
possibly was “joking,” Bryden re- 
plied that Judge Hardy appeared 
to be “very much in earnest.” 

Near the close of yesterday's ses- 
sion, testimony of two newspaper 
men brought up the occurrences 
of two years or more ago when 
Mrs. McPherson's case was 
dropped.

| ‘THE GOVERNOR CHALLENGED. 


When the people of Missour! authorized the $75,- 
000,000 road bond issue last November they assumed 
that the early completion of the State highway sys- 
tem was assured. They reckoned without the Legis- 
lature. The obstructionists in the House have de 
veloped enough strength apparently to imperil the 
construction program, or so to delay it as to defeat 
the purpose of the constitutional amendment. 

This opposition comes mostly from counties that 
voted against the bonds. Some of those counties will 
receive more money from the road fund than they 
will pay into it for many years. Their representatives, 
however, are not deterred by the unfairness of their 
position, and they don’t care a whoop for the Con- 
stitution. They want to grab all the money they 
can. The incalculable injury they will do the State 
as a whole, both materially and in repute, is a matter 
of blatant indifference. 

The origin of this obstruction should not escape 
unnoticed. Speaker Jones Parker’s part in appoint- 
ing a Committee on Roads that was hostile to the 
people’s program, headed by a chairman of the same 
kidney, must be entered in the record. With the 
power of the Speaker, tacitly if not actively aligned 
with the pork-barrelites, the fight to save the road 
program will require force and courage. 

The one man directly challenged by this move- 
ment is Gov. Caulfield. If the highway program is 
ditched, or rufnously delayed, Mr. Caulfield’s admin- 
istration will bea failure. No other accomplishment, 
or body of accomplishment, could, in our opinion, 
offset the disaster of a wrecked highway system.

The opening of the new Fox theater is announced 
in signs posted on the street light standards. A city 
ordinance forbids the use of these poles for adver- 
tising purposes.

By resorting to a filibuster, Senator Dill of Wash- 
ington has for the time being killed the Edge reso- 
lution providing for a survey of the proposed Nica- 
ragua Canal.

The 
Post-Dispateh has made the point that since we have 
penetrated the region despite every protest at home 
aud abroad and hold it under the Monroe Doctrine 
and the guns of our warships to the exclusion of 
foreign Powers and native peoples alike, we owe the 
Caribbeans all the beneficence which we claim for 
our occupation. 

Senator Dill doubts that our objective in Nicaragua 
is entirely beneficent. He thinks the cana] may cost 
as much as a billion dollars, which the United States 
would pay to justify ite virtual seizure of the coun- 
try. He has not forgotten that when the Central 
American republics formed among themselves an in- 
ternational court which wag to judge their disputes 
the United States refused to accept its decision that 
Salvador, Honduras and Costa Rica all have rights in 
the canal route and its terminals, thus sweeping the 
court out of existence. The Washington Senator does 
not believe we really want to build the canal now for 
commercial purposes, but that it has become with us 
a matter of political strategy. He is therefore op- 


posed to the survey until the Caribbean policy of the 


United States is better defined.

It is touching to be told by Col. Robert W. Stewart, 
chairman of the board of the Standard Oil Co. of In- 
diana, that he has always had confidence in the 
courts of the land and that he still has it. But why 
sbouldn’t he? The courts of the land have certainly | 
been good to him. Juries functioning in those courts 
have consistently acquitted him. | 

Stung into unwonted grandiloquence by criticisms

Tile Boulder Dam bill passed the Senate 


by the decisive vote of 65 to 11. Some 
of the decisive character of the vote was 
Gue to the fact that the Senate not only 
passed the bill but also the buck on one 
of the important features of the project, 
namely, who shail build and operate the 
power plant that ig to generate electricity 
at the damm. Shall the plant be constructed 
and operated by the Government of the 
United States or shal] it be turned over to 
private enterprise? That is the question 
which the Senate refused to answer: it 
passed the buck to the Secretary of the In- 
terior or more properly to the people of 
the United States. In the years that lie 
ahead, it is the propaganda of the Power 
Trust that is pitted against the plain eco- 
nomic intelligence of the public. The Sen- 
ate has named the Secretary of the Interior 
as referee for the bout. 

It was a rare day in the Senate. For 
two hours on end the chamber was well 
filled with law-makers. Not often can one 
hear so many “big guns” in action. John- 
son, King, Keed of Pennsylvania, Norris. 
Walsh of Montana, Borah and Reed of 
Missouri—all participated. Political myths 
gave way to economic realities in the last 
minutes of the debate, and some of the 
latter narrowly escaped embodiment in the 
bill itgel?.

Jyst when it seemed that the final vote 
would be taken, Senator Reed of Pennsy)- 
Vania introduced a “privgte initiative” 
amendment which was designed to express 
a pery preference for private construc- 
tion and operation of the power plant. The 
amendment was rejected by a vote of 53 


to 24, but only after an intensely significant , 


hour in the history of the Senate. This 


left the matter where it stood prior to the 


introduction of the Reed amendment, that 
is, optional with the Secretary of the In- 
terior. There were 24 avowed apostles of 
private initiative. How many evading apos- 
tles of that doctrine are to be numbered 
among the 58 there is no way of knowing. 

In a spirited attack upon the Reed 
amendment, Senator Johnson, sponsor of 
the bill, was at hig best. He commanded 
the undivided attention of galleries and 
floor as he declared: “Every man within 
the eound of my voice knows that the peo- 
pie must be protected in the matter of the 
generation of electric power. . . . To» 
day electricity hag become king in our 
land,” continued the Senator with dramatic 
effect—wordse reminiscent of our country’s 
greatest economic struggle of the past and 
prophetic of its greatest economic struggle 
of the future. “Today electricity is an es- 
sential of every home, and every thinking 
man understands—it does not require a re- 
cital of the revelations of the Federal 
Trade Commission—that the people of the 
United States, in regard to this great neces- 
Sity that hag come into their lives. need the 
protection of the Government of the United 
States.”’ 

After the defeat of the Reed amendnient. 
Senator Borah*introduced an amendment 
Gesigned to make it obligatory upon the 
Government to construct and operate the 
Dower plant instead of leaving to the Sec- 
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retary of the Interlor the alternative of 
private construction and operation. This 
would have smoked out the evading 
aposties of private initiative. But alas! the 
aniendément was withdrawn after Senator 
Phipps suggested the fate of a presidential 
veto for the bill if the amendment were 
adopted. 

In withdrawing his amendment, Senator 
Borah explained that he was unwilling to 
imperil the final adoption of the measyre 
by insisting on mandatory Government 
construction ang operation “I feel that it 
would be almost criminal to postpone flood 
control and the protection of the people of 
Imperial Valley,” he explained. 

Senator Norris in supporting the Borah 
amendment put a direct challenge to the 
presidential veto: “I do not believe that 
the President of the United States, who- 
ever he may be, would veto this bill if we 
put in this provision because, by doing it, 
he would in effect say, ‘Unless you let the 
Power Trust get its grip on the power 
part of this proposition we will turn Im- 
périal Valley over to the fishes of the sea. 
We will not pay any heed or attention to 
the cry that ig going up from 65,000 people 
to save their homes. . . . We will let 
them go to destruction unless a private 
corporation can make some money out of 
this great dam that you are going te con- 
struct.’ ”’

PCHTING FOR KABUL 


King Who Abdicated Seeks to 
Regain Throne From 
Habibullah Khan. 


By the Associated rreas. 

LONDON, Jan. 31.—Advices 
from Russia today described Ama- 
nullah’s efforts to regain the throne 
of Afghanistan as involving a battle 
for contro! of Kabul, the capital. 

His followers were said by the 
Afghan Minister to Moscow to have 
surrounded Kabul, 

They were planning to drive 
from the throne Habibullah Khan, 
who forced Amanullah’s brother 
to abdicate. The Minister expressed 
eonfidence that Amanullah woyld 
soon be back in control. 

Another tribal leader was sald 
in a dispatch from Peshawar, In- 
dia, to have joined in the fighting. 
He was Malik Ghauseddin, leader 
of the Ghilzai tribes in an expedi- 
tion against royal troops. His fol- 
lowers claimed he had supreme 
power in Knost province. 

Sir Austen Chamberlain, British 
Foreign Secretary, speaking in the 
House of Commons, said _ that 
Amanullah had formally announced 
his abdication to the British Gov- 
ernment. Conesquently until it was 
clear that in spite of his abdica- 
tion, Amanullah was regarded as 
their King by the people of Af- 
ghanistan, the British Government 
would be unable to regard Amanul- 
lah’'s Government as the rightful 
government of Afghanistan. 

Sir Austen said Great Britain 
had no intention of interfering in 
the internal affairs of Afghanistan, 
by supporting or assisting any of 
the parties at’ present contending 
for power there. 

The Foreign Secretary read a 
message from the German Ambas- 


sador expressing warm thanks for/, 


the rescue of German women and {| 
children from Kabul by British 
airplanes “under the most difficult 
circumstances.”

HUMAN HABITS-—-ALCOHOL 


HATEVER may be said about 
the other drugs we have con 
sidered in this sertes, tea, cof- 
fve. tobacco and aaspirin—there tis 
no yuestion that the continued use 
of alcoho! causes permanent dis- 
ease changes to occur in the human 
body. 

It is all very well for Dr. Ray- 
mond Pearl, director of the Insati- 
tute for Biological Research at 
Johns Hopkins University, to say in 
his book on “Alcohol and Longev- 
ity” that alcoho] does not shorten 
life and to try to prove it by vital 
statistics. it is all very well fér 
him to point out the doubts which 
afflict him to the effect that it is 
unlikely that cirrhosis of the liver 
is caused by alcohol, and as proof 
of this to offer the experiences of 
an inebriate asylum in England 
where out of 600 inmates there 
was not a single case of cirrhosis 
of the liver. All this is contrary 
to common sense and common ex- 
parience. 

In the first place, alcoho! is dis- 
tinctly habit forming. ‘This ts true 
of none of the other ubstances 
heretofore considered, Whag I mean 
by distinctly habit forming is that 
its continued use causes certain 
changes, probably chemical, in the 
cells of the nervous system to oc- 
cur so that they require reappli- 
cations of the dfug and get de- 
ranged unless the reapplication ta 
supplied. Thus rum makes bums 
out of people. And not always at 
tractive bums either. They're ai! 
right. as Freddy Hornbeck used to 
say. until they need care. 

In my opinion alcohol unques- 
tlonably causes hardening or cir 
rhosis of the liver, a disease from 
which people die. It causes 4 
form of paralysis due to neuritis 
It causes delirlum ‘remens (“the 
horrors’), an insane.menta] stat 
in which people also die. It short
